It is now iibout II ycju- Kincc; llio 
proBent Ko-ciiUed Ivc'sponsiljlo iMiuisliy 
■was presented to a wond(;rin^f ])ulilic. 
Upon thnt oeciisiou this journal juincd 
in tlio general expression of iistonisli- 
nient that the work of inaiiguruiiii^;- 
responsible institutions in this I'rovince 
sliouUl have been entrusted to tlirec 
parvenu politicians, wliose i^nuranee 
of tlio system was only ei[uallc(l I'v 
their inate antipathy to the principles 
upon which it is based; aiul, moreover, 
men who had to tlio last been found 
amongst the most bitter opponents i)f 
a free co|istitutiou for British Colum- 
bia, and,; for the most part, opposed 
to Confederation. Such a Ministry ap- 
peared to have been constitntedfor the 
purpose of tiu'niiig Respoiisiblo tiov- 
emmcnt into i-icliculo, and it was felt 
to be an oiitriigo n])on intelligent ]nd)- 
lic opinion. In viewof rdl the cireum- 
stancos, yfo did not hesitate to assert 
that suc^ a Miu^stiy djd not en joy 
public confidenco and could not ])ossi- 
bly hope to command a majority in 
the House, In expressing these 
opin'ous this journal by no 
means stood alone. Indeed, diir local 
contemporary was still more pronoun- 
ced iniits verdict agnanst the psoudo- 
Responsiblo Ministry which had, for 
reasons yet to be revealed, been foisted 
iipou the country. The se((nel jirmcd 
the correct ness of the (■stiiiiati; then 
formed. It is true that the House did 
not sweep tliQso jiarvenu ^liuisters 
fr-on^ oflBce. Bu,t, ■yshy ? . Simply bo- 
eausB considerntioris of time forbade it. 
TheSMiuistry were enabbnl to ar- 
range it that the House met at t(]o late 
a jjeriod to admit of the cliaiige with- 
out injury to the public inten.'.st. Tiie 
people's rcpresentu|iTes had to choose 
beftveen delaying \ legislation under 
circumstances injurious to the jniblic 
interests, and pdrniitting an abnrtiv(> 
Ministry to rctiun olliec for a twehe- 
moiitli. They chose the latter alterna- 
tive; and there is evei'v reason to be- 
lieve thattiiG country appreciated the 
motives whichi dictatpd the choice. 
Bup^t the sanib time tdie JI<niso took 
care to make ilinisters ^iiow and feel 
that tney held/office on ^uero sufVrance, 
— not because they posnessed the cim- 
fidence of the peojile, bat iiecause ;lie 
])ublic exigency fcjrbadq a change of 
Ministry at^tllat time. T^s was done by 
constant expressions of Svnnt of cimti- 
donce in tlie course of debat(>. It wa-^ 
done up<ni four diiVcrent di\ i- inn-^, 
when, ac'cording to all I'onstii utiMi::il 
usage and precedt-nt, the (lo\-ernineiiI 
sustained imequivoeal defeiit, - on cuie 
occasion th^ vote\Jjeiag 15 to G against 
it. Pew Mimstei-s ^Vol/ld havo consented 
to retain otrice on siich ternis. Our's 
did. But it is as %veHtliat they should 
distinctly underslaud the terms upon 
which tlu! House did p{'rmit them to 
retain ofiioe. It will not l)t' denied 
that had tl^eso Ministers done ^nythin;,'- 
during the recess calculated to estab- 
lish confidence and lea.d th<^ rejiresen- 
Intives of th(^ peojjle to think dillerent- 
ly — to think them deserving nf fur- 
ther trial, there nn;;ht be some ground 
to hope for ;iu exti iisiou uf grace. 
But, so far from that, the very cou- 
ti'ary is the fact. In the administra- 
tion of public affairs, they have jiioved 
themselves to be even wor.se llir.n fcjie 
people's re]u•esentative^; thought tJiciii.

The Streets of Paris 

The cleansing of the streets of Paris is 
an allair of greater importanco than many 
piioplo would imagine. It costs the 

Miinici))ality more than four million 
francs ]ier aimiuii. Sonii' details rosnoct- 
iiig the swin'pinK of the streets may not bo 
luiintta-esliniJr. Tluu-e are 1 1 ,()(l(),()ll()s(iniu-o 
met ] :'s to lie swept every day, of which 
2, 220, 0(11) are at the cost of the Municipali- 
ty, 5.520,000 at the cost of suchowuorB of 
jiropnrty aa oo not subscribe, and 15,500,- 
01)11 undertaken by the Mnniciiinlity for 
the siibseribers. The average I'ost is 29',^ 
centimes ])er aimnin. The persoiuied com- 
prises sweepers regularly engaged and 
auxiliaries. They are in two divi.sions: 
First. 41 brigades, composed of a chief 
and 40 sweepers (malo and female) ; 2Dd, 
70, consisting of a chief and 19 Rweepors, 
I occupied only half thodivy. There are DDI 
[ sweepcu's employed constantly, luul 2,UI!0 
anviliaries on an i'.veraf;c of whoiu'JlO are 
men and 1,720 women. The day's work 
enmmencc^s at a.m. in the Siuunier and 
four in winter. The half-day torminatos 
at 10 in the morning, and the day at 4 in 
the afternoon. The auxiliaries only -work 
half a day, and r(>c(>ivo If. '20c. A law i,s 
to be snl)Mutted to the Assembiy for cnni- 
pelling all ])roprietor» to suliHoribo to the 
cleaning of tlu! streets.

He was very haudKome, about six feet 
hig-li, with largo blue oyos, black eye- 
brows, luiil v,-iis ;ui ('x.ceeiling-ly well 
built man. .\t, a ball given at Tiiidy 
Palmerston's he beeaine .'U'liuaiiiteil 
witli n -Miss .'Vdcline ^Montgomery, 
w hose father had been chief attache to 
tho British Embassy in Paris. After 
a few months aeiiuaintiineo tb.ey wore 
married, luid Mr. L oftiis sold his coin- 
luissiou and w-ent to reside in Hrussols, 
his income being too small to cnaVile 
him to live in Eni^land in the stylo to 
which ho had been accustomed i)rior to 
bis marriage. 

UFE; is BUUS8ELS. 

About fourteen months after his mar- 
riage his wife gave birth to a beauti- 
ful ohlld, who was (duiHtenod Einclino 
Montgomery. They hnd a handsome 
house ill tlio Rue ^lailelino, and mixed 
in tlic iirst circles of Hociety. They 
often dined with the King and Queen 
of thoBelo:iana, at tho palace of the 
King. Tli(>y beeamo aeq.iaintnd -svitli 
Laron Sleincr, a young and liaudsome 
Jielgiaii, who wrote licautiful love son- 
nets, and v.as at the sanie tiino an ac- 
eoniplisiied niusiciim. Mr. Loftua oc- 
casionally visited Palis, {VQtl sometimes 
made short visits to London. Baron 
Stoiner w as. like Dean Swift, a great 
adiiiirer of female beauty, but only in 
tho .'dislraet. .Mrs. laiftus was a liand- 
soine woni.-ui.a very fair roprosentati vo 
of tlie liighest nlylo of l-]np,dish boatitj-, 
and in Baron Steiuer's leisure hours, 
and tliey were many, ho oQmposod 
Konio ym-y lM':p|tifiil no'iuiots ad(lrosHed 
I to tho lui'aiily ho i;p iiiuch admired. He 
wrote thorn partly for amusement, and 
partly to gratify the vanity of Mrs. 
Loftua.

In .Viignst, 18118, ^Ir, Ijoft^s, after a 
slioi-t tixcursioii to I'aris, returnod uii- 
oxiiectedly to Pu",issels, and ho found 
tho Ibinm Sieiner in t he dra-\viug rooui 
with his w ife. Tlu' ISavnu v.aslmlf in- 
tb^ieatud, laid under tho influence of 
the champaigne he had been imbibing, 
he showed Mr. Loftus the last sonnet 
he hail aildre.ss'^d to his wife. It w-aa 
an impassionod sonnet, jind Loftiis 
tore it bi jiieees and kicked Sloiuiir 
out of t!ie house.

Ml', -l^ottus re.tiu-iu;d with liis second 
to Brussels. t[Q infoa*ui,cd his wife of 
the result o^ the duel. She li<'\\ril of 
the Baron's deatli w ith ciiiiiiiosurv-, but 
she burst iid.o ',\ iV'od to twirs. In a 
delUnt tone she sjiid to her husbaml, 
"It is better \vo part."

titution of ounjugal rights; and under the 
poouliar circumstances of the case, seeing 
that Mr, Loftus had committed no crime 
of which tho Divorce Court could take 
cognizance, Baron Penzanco had no ul- 
tornativo but to Ireinstato ]\Irs. Loftus in 
her original marriage rights.— Toronto 
Leader.
